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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McGee Us 
6,393,468 in view of LindemannUS 6,799155. 

As per claims 1, and 6 McGee teaches an application to prompt customers to enter non- 
PIN data into dynamically generated web pages. McGee does not teach authentication of 
said application, (Col 6 lines 15-35). 

Lindemann teaches use of a SIM to authenticate that the customer, or user is accessing 
the appropriate application, (Col 3 lines 4-20). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the authentication of 
Lindemann with the application of McGee to prevent entry of data to an unauthorized 
program. 

As per claims 2-5, 7-10, McGee does not teach smart cards, digital signatures, and 
certificates. 

Lindemann teaches use of a SIM (smartcard), (Col 3 lines 4-6). Lindemann teaches that 
the smart card authenticates through use of digital signatures, including use of its own 
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private key, (Col 3 lines 14-20). Lindemann teaches that the smart card is assigned its 
own digital certificate by a certificate authority, (Col 2 lines 62-66). 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use a smartcard of 
Lindemann with the system of McGee because the smartcard provides two-factor 
authentication to enhance security. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. US 2003/0191721 Al teaches uses and properties of a smart card in line with 
the instant specification.
